In the case of cows of which the 
milk yield has been reduced by sev­ 
eral years’ standard feeding, as fol­ 
lowed at Beltsville, a greatly increased 
yield can be brought about by feeding 
“alternated rations with phosphate” 
during the dry period. 
This Is taken 
to mean that the ordinary rations are 
more likely to be deficient in one or 
both of the principal bone-building 
elements than In any other constitu­ 
ent.

Decomposed waste material or moldy 
bread or cake should never be saved to 
feed to the hens, as it is harmful to 
them and may cause serious bowel 
trouble. 
Sloppy materials, such as 
dishwater, should not be thrown into 
their pail. 
It is also useless to put In 
such things as bananu peels or the 
skins of oranges, as these have little 
or no food value. 
Any sour milk which Is not utilized 
in the house should be given to the 
chickens. This should be fed separate­ 
ly, however, either by allowing the 
hens to drink It or by allowing It to 
clabber on the hack of the stove and 
feeding it In that condition. When the 
family’s table waste is not sufficient 
tor feeding the flock, It Is usually pos­ 
sible to get some of the neighbors who 
keep no hens to save material suitable 
for feeding. Many people are glad to 
do this lf a small pall in which to put 
the waste Is furnished. 
Table scraps and kitchen waste are 
hest prepared for feeding by running 
I hem through an ordinary household 
food chopper or meat grinder. After 
the material has been put through the 
grinder it Is usually a rather moist 
mass, and It is well to mix with It some 
corn meal, bran or other ground grain 
•mt^l the whole mass assumes a crum­ 
bly condition. The usual method is to 
teed the table scraps at noon or night, 
or at both times, as may he desired, In 
a trough or on a board. All should bs 
fed that the hens will eat up clean, and 
lf any of the material Is left after one- 
half or three-quarters of an hour, It 
should be removed. 
If allowed to re­ 
main It may spoil and be very bad for 
the hens.
